In using 
this, if you do, you must competely obliterate •’ickstein's name. I obtained this 
document only after my promise I would never connect the Congressman with the 
letter. Among the many things of interest in this letter are Smythe’* outright 
endorsement of Nazism and the statement feat he does not get paid for the services 
he renders Germany. 

Note his confident statement on the third page that ax-Congressman Jacob 
Thorkelson, who poisoned the Congressional Reeord with N a zi propaganda would do 
Smythe*B~4»jjfcgs.

expose in Click". Strangely enough he drafted this on July 4, 1941J I think you 
should read it in its entirety to get the best exempts but I want to call several 
to your attention. "Nazism and Hitlerism is Protestantism in action"; "We Christie n 
Americans will swing into action. .... Against these Mongolian Jews who have 
seized control of our country. ... Will we ask support of Hitler? Yes, we may do 
so if we need help. ... We are very well organized for action."; "look upon Hitler 
that the greatest living Christian since Jesus Christ";.... Romanism, Communism, 
Judaism, Fascism is our enemy we will destroy them one and all, even if we have 
to use machine guns to do it". 

In connection with this letter, which has never been used, do not identify 
wither Click or me as the addressee. I was given the letter, or I should say
